BELLEVUE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 


S  the  days  and  months  of  each  year  pass  so  quickly,  and  the 


Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  are  called  upon 
to  present  their  Annual  Report,  they  feel  that  they  have  little 
that  is  new  to  record — for  each  day  finds  the  same  number  of 
suffering  patients  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  nurses 
filling  their  daily  rounds  of  labor,  and  acquiring  that  knowledge 
and  skill  which  can  only  be  learned  in  a  great  hospital,  and  which 
is  to  fit  them  for  their  noble  calling  when  they  leave  the  School. 

Perhaps  to  the  casual  reader  who  learns  from  the  daily  papers 
that  twenty-five  nurses  have  graduated  from  our  School,  it  may 
seem  a  small  year's  work,  but  when  we  review  the  system  as  a 
whole  and  see  the  results  that  have  been  accomplished  in  every 
land  through  the  means  of  the  training  schools,  we  are  filled  with 
wonder  and  gratitude. 

When  this  School  was  opened  in  1873  but  five  applicants  pre- 
sented themselves,  but  as  the  work  of  the  School  became  known  the 
number  of  applicants  steadily  increased,  and  many  of  them  were 
women  of  education,  with  marked  ability  and  sterling  character. 

This,  the  eighteenth  year  of  our  work,  finds  1,370  persons 
applying  for  admission  to  the  School,  of  whom  349  had  a  per- 
sonal interview  with  the  Superintendent.  Thirty  were  accepted, 
three  of  these  failed  on  the  probation  month,  and  three  are  now 
on  probation.  There  are  sixty- two  nurses  in  the  School,  the  full 
number  that  can  be  accommodated  in  the  Home  ;  three  senior 
nurses  have  left  during  the  year,  one  owing  to  illness  in  her 
family,  and  two  on  account  of  ill-health. 

The  graduates  of  our  School  are  now  holding  important  posi- 
tions in  many  parts  of  the  world — in  London,  Holland,  Italy, 
China,  and  Japan,  as  well  as  in  our  own  country.   At  the  present 
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time  twenty-two  are  superintendents  of  training  schools,  six  are 
assistant  superintendents,  nine  are  matrons  of  hospitals,  and  eight 
are  head  nurses  in  other  hospitals. 

One  of  our  graduating  class  is  going  to  Turkey  to  take  charge 
of  a  hospital,  and  we  are  negotiating  to  send  a  graduate  to  Japan 
to  teach  the  native  women  how  to  care  for  their  sick.  Three  of 
our  graduates  are  district  nurses  in  New  York. 

The  district  nursing  was  inaugurated  by  the  Woman's  Branch 
of  New  York  City  Missions,  and  continues  with  increased  effi- 
ciency. Though  unable  to  recruit  the  ranks  entirely  from  the 
Bellevue  Training  School,  several,  who  have  thus  been  engaged 
for  several  years,  still  prefer  to  minister  to  the  poor,  and  feel 
richly  rewarded  for  all  their  sacrifices. 

Many  of  the  private  nurses  are  following  their  profession  in 
Seattle,  Tacoma,  Portland,  Colorado,  and  California,  and  in  many 
parts  of  the  South. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  twenty-six  applications 
for  our  nurses  to  fill  hospital  positions,  and  we  have  been  able  to 
supply  twelve  of  the  most  important  places.  There  have  been 
1,215  calls  for  private  nurses  during  the  year.  The  School  has 
now  charge  of  all  the  female  wards,  the  Sturges  and  Marquand 
Pavilions,  and  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

The  course  of  instruction  consists  of  classes  once  a  week  in 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Symptoms  of  Disease, 
Nursing  from  Text-books,  and  practical  instruction  in  the  wards. 

Lectures  through  the  year  have  been  given  by  : 

Dr.  Herman  Biggs,  on  Hygiene  and  Physiology. 

Dr.  Robert  Carlisle,  on  Diseases. 

Dr.  Jasper  Garmony,  on  Anatomy  and  Emergencies. 

Dr.  Robert  Wylie,  on  Obstetrics. 

Dr.  S.  Post,  on  Massage  and  Electricity. 

During  the  year  six  graduates  have  married  and  three  have 
died. 

The  School  is  strictly  unsectarian,  and  all  denominations  are 
represented  in  it. 

The  registry  of  nurses  has  proved  a  great  convenience,  both  to 
the  physicians  and  the  public,  as  the  standing  of  the  nurses  is 
determined  by  the  registry. 

The  Managers  desire  to  return  their  sincere  thanks  to  Mr. 
Fallen,  the  Warden  of  the  Hospital,  for  his  kindness  and  cour- 
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tesy  to  the  nurses  and  officers  of  the  School.  The  Managers 
would  also  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Charities,  to  the  Medical  Board  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  to 
the  Medical  Staff. 

The  Hospital  is  now  much  improved  by  the  painting  of  most  of 
the  wards  and  the  improved  work  of  the  helpers. 

The  Edith  Summer  Home  has  proved  a  delightful  resting-place 
for  tired  nurses  from  Bellevue,  Mt.  Sinai,  Charity,  Long  Island, 
and  New  Haven  Hospitals.  Eleven  of  the  Bellevue  nurses  spent 
their  vacation  there  ;  among  them  were  three  graduated  nurses 
convalescing  from  typhoid  fever. 

In  closing  our  review  of  the  year's  work,  may  we  be  allowed  to 
commend  an  outcome  of  the  work  of  our  School  to  a  generous 
public.  Are  there  not  some  of  our  good  men  and  women  who  will 
follow  the  example  of  Mr.  Junius  S.  Morgan,  beloved  in  his  own 
country  and  in  the  land  of  his  adoption,  for  his  generous  gifts  and 
for  his  sympathy  in  every  good  work.  The  hospitals  of  London 
and  the  training  schools  were  very  near  to  Mr.  Morgan's  heart, 
and  so  deeply  did  he  appreciate  the  unselfish  work  of  the  nurses 
that  he  proposed  the  raising  of  a  pension  fund,  and  contributed 
$25,000  towards  it.  Three  months  after  Mr.  Morgan's  death, 
on  a  lovely  July  day,  seven  hundred  nurses,  representing  one 
hundred  and  fifty  training  schools,  hospitals,  and  asylums,  from 
every  part  of  Great  Britain,  assembled  at  the  gardens  of  Marl- 
borough House,  bringing  with  them  their  offerings,  amounting 
to  $11,000,  which  they  desired  should  be  invested  to  form  the 
Junius  S.  Morgan  Benevolent  Fund,  for  the  benefit  and  al- 
leviation of  special  cases  of  distress  among  the  nurses  of  Great 
Britain. 

In  our  own  country  also,  as  the  years  go  on,  there  have  been, 
and  will  be  more  and  more,  nurses  who  have  grown  old  or  feeble 
in  their  constant  ministrations  to  the  suffering,  among  the  poor, 
as  well  as  among  the  rich.  The  nurses  themselves,  according  to 
their  means,  have  formed  small  associations  to  relieve  and  minis- 
ter to  one  another.  But  it  would  be  a  real  offering  of  gratitude 
on  the  part  of  an  appreciative  public  to  raise  a  fund  in  this  city 
corresponding  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  established  in  London  to 
relieve  sick,  aged,  or  disabled  nurses. 

How  many  persons  who  have  been  ministered  to  during  severe 
illness  by  faithful  and  devoted  nurses  would  gladly  make  a  thank- 
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offering  to  a  fund  of  this  kind  ;  and  the  nurses,  themselves,  would 
be  glad  to  pay  a  small  annual  subscription,  which  would  entitle 
them  to  medical  care  and  nursing  during  illness  and  a  certainty 
of  some  provision  for  the  time  which  must  come  to  each  one  of 
us, — old  age  and  infirmity.

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ADDRESS  TO  THE  GRADUATING  CLASS 

OF 

THE  BELLEVUE  TRAINING  SCHOOL

PERMIT  me  at  the  outset  to  thank  you  for  the  opportunity,  not 
only  to  confirm  the  many  good  and  true  expressions  that 
have  been  uttered  already  by  those  who  have  preceded  me  in  the 
performance  of  this  pleasant  duty,  but  to  thank  you  also  for  the 
chance  of  turning  aside,  if  for  a  few  moments  only,  from  the 
busy  strife  of  masculine  endeavor,  to  commune  with  those  whose 
aims  and  duties  occupy  a  place  none  the  less  important  by  reason 
of  the  gentleness  of  the  sex  and  the  godliness  of  the  purposes  of 
the  work  in  which  they  are  engaged.  In  the  language  of  Sebas- 
tian 

"  I  can  no  other  answer  make,  but  thanks, 
And  ever  thanks  :    Often  good  turns 
Are  shuffled  off  with  such  uncurrent  pay." 

No  one  should  be  better  fitted  to  express  the  praises  and  the 
gratitude  which  are  justly  due  to  others  and  to  their  cause,  than 
one  who,  by  reason  of  a  past  direct  association  with  the  condi- 
tions that  gave  birth  to  the  cause,  can  fully  appreciate  its  neces- 
sity and  properly  estimate  the  great  benefits  that  are  derived 
from  it.  From  the  autumn  of  1869  to  the  spring  of  1871,  it  was  my 
great  good-fortune  to  have  been  a  medical  and  surgical  interne  to 
Bellevue  Hospital.  At  that  time  the  male  and  female  nurses  of 
the  hospital  were  the  products  of  chance,  physical  misfortune,  and 
practical  politics.  The  last  contributed  by  far  the  greatest  quota, 
and  also  the  poorest  service.  Chance  occasionally  played  well 
her  part  ;  misfortune,  too,  added  not  a  few  ;  and,  as  between  the 
worth  of  the  first  two  classes  and  the  last,  the  comparison  is  best 
made  in  the  words  of  Petruchio  to  his  untamed  Kate  : 
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"  What  !  Is  the  jay  more  precious  than  the  lark, 
Because  his  feathers  are  more  beautiful  ? 
Or  is  the  adder  better  than  the  eel, 
Because  his  painted  skin  contents  the  eye  ?  " 

The  jays  of  the  last  class  had  not  always  either  fine  feathers  or 
fine  manners  to  commend  them,  but  the  jays  and  adders  of  this 
class  together  had  that  which  was  more  potent  than  fine  feathers, 
fine  manners,  and  fine  attainments  combined, — a  political  pull  ! 
Do  not  understand  from  these  expressions  that  there  were  no  good 
or  worthy  persons  employed  at  that  time,  as  such  was  not  the  case  ; 
for  while  the  majority  were  ignorant,  still  they  were  faithful  to 
the  extent  of  the  appreciation  of  their  duties  ;  therefore,  while 
they  did  all  they  could,  yet  there  was  much  left  undone.  An- 
other class  of  utterly  worthless  nurses  were  those  who  were  the 
victims  of  special  misfortune,  professional  curiosities,  commonly 
dubbed  "interesting  cases  "  ;  those  who  graduated  from  the  sick- 
bed to  take  charge  of  a  ward  and  its  occupants  ;  their  recom- 
mendation being,  the  rarity  of  their  affliction,  the  ingenuity  and 
success  of  an  operation,  plus  the  good-will  of  some  one  in 
authority.  I  do  not  inveigh  against  these  people,  for  they,  like 
ourselves,  are  the  handiwork  of  Divine  Providence,  created  after 
a  special  image.  They  were  the  creatures  of  circumstances  ;  aye, 
and  often  played  better  their  parts  than  did  those  on  whose  good 
offices  they  depended.  It  is  the  system,  however,  which  I  desire 
to  condemn  ;  a  system  that  will,  if  renewed,  bring  a  class  of 
people,  without  proper,  intelligent,  special  preparation,  and  often 
without  moral  commendation,  in  immediate  and  continuous  con- 
tact, as  promoters  of  comfort  and  conservators  of  health,  with 
your  family  and  with  mine.  With  our  families,  did  I  say  ?  Cer- 
tainly !  because,  with  the  old  system  restored,  nothing  better  can 
be  obtained  now  than  was  procured  then,  as  like  causes  produce 
like  results  at  all  times,  and  our  necessities,  like  those  of  all 
others,  would  become  subservient  to  the  evils  of  the  system,  and 
the  influences  that  perpetuate  it.  But  why  dwell  thus  on  things 
past  ;  why  thus  rummage  in  the  musty  recesses  containing  those 
things  only,  at  present  almost  traditional  to  younger  minds  ;  why 
expose  to  nightmare  now  by  bringing  again  to  light  the  uncouth 
and  gruesome  images  of  the  past  ?  It  is  because  we  may  not  prop- 
erly estimate  the  good  we  do  possess,  if  we  oft  fail  to  sup  to  the 
recollection  of  stern  past  experience,  and,  at  the  same  time,  point 
out  to  all  good  friends  about,  that,  while  we  trust  in  God  and  in  the 
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wisdom  of  popular  sense,  still  we  all  must  "  mind  to  keep  our 
powder  dry."  My  friends,  it  is  well  to  remember,  too,  that  history 
often  repeats  itself,  hence  some  present  or  perspective  Cibber 
may  write,  as  did  Colley  Cibber  more  than  two  hundred  years  ago  : 

V  The  aspiring  youth  who  fired  the  Ephesian  dome, 
Outlives  in  fame  the  pious  fool  who  raised  it." 

Let  us  now  examine  the  stately  and  beneficent  structure  here 
erected  by  the  wisdom  and  assiduity  of  your  good  selves,  and  at 
the  same  time  hope  that  the  ''aspiring  youths  "  of  modern  times 
will  have  that  tender  consideration  for  right  and  self  that  oft  in- 
culcates the  precept,  "  Discretion  is  the  better  part  of  valor."  We 
will  consider  its  history,  examine  its  supports,  and  estimate  its 
strength  and  durability.  Attention  to,  and  nursing  of  the  sick  are 
contemporaneous  with  the  beginning  of  human  physical  suffering. 
They  are  the  marked  outward  manifestations  of  a  sympathy  that 
has  animated  the  human  breast  from  before  the  time  of  the 
Good  Samaritan  down  to  the  present  date.  Nor  are  the  expres- 
sions of  this  sentiment  limited  to  the  human  species  alone.  The 
faithful  dog  licks  alike  the  wounds  of  the  kind  or  the  cruel  master  ; 
the  beasts  of  one  species  exhibit  sentimental  manifestations  for 
those  of  another,  in  disaster  and  distress,  allied  to  expressions 
of  human  sympathy  and  pity  under  similar  circumstances.  The 
past  history  of  nursing  lies  parallel  with  the  sentiment  that 
teaches  not  alone  the  precept  of  the  Golden  Rule,  but  also  "  Love 
thy  neighbor  as  thyself."  Its  supports  are  love,  hope,  and 
charity.  Love  for  one's  own  kind,  hope  for  their  happiness  and 
comfort,  and  charity  for  all — with  their  faults.  The  Training 
.School  of  Bellevue  Hospital  had  its  inception  in  the  minds  and 
efforts  of  the  charitable  and  public-spirited  people,  many  of  whom 
still  live  to  fight  for  its  success  and  perpetuity.  The  evils  attend- 
ant on  the  old  system  of  nursing  were  recognized  early,  but  a 
change  was  indorsed  faintly  and  with  sceptical  shoulder-shrugs 
by  those  who,  even  with  their  exact  knowledge  of  the  faults  of  the 
system,  still  doubted  the  expediency,  if  not  the  possibility,  of  a 
change  for  the  better.  However,  the  first  step  was  taken,  and 
the  school  was  organized  ;  organized  on  the  basis  of  faith,  rather 
than  with  the  assurance  of  success.  But  with  its  success  came 
the  triumph  of  principle,  the  establishment  of  the  fact  that  selfish 
personal  interests  and  antiquated  ideas  could  be  made  sub- 
servient to  the  comfort  and  personal  welfare  of  the  patients  of 
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Bellevue  Hospital.  The  Training  School  of  Bellevue  was 
organized  by  a  number  of  public-spirited  and  charitable  ladies, 
and  was  opened  on  May  i,  1873,  with  a  superintendent  and  six 
nurses,  it  being  the  first  school  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States. 
Now,  in  1890,  there  are  sixty-three  nurses,  a  superintendent- 
assistant  superintendent,  and  a  night  superintendent  engaged 
in  the  service  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  its  various  pavilions  and 
annexes,  containing  above  six  hundred  souls  in  all.  This  school 
is  strictly  unsectarian,  therefore  all  denominations  secure  equal 
recognition  from  it.  From  this  small  beginning  in  1873,  can  now 
be  counted  sixty  reputable  training  schools  in  this  country,  not  a 
few  of  which  approach  in  importance  this  one,  the  mother  of 
them  all.  This  school  has  now  an  Alumnae  of  380,  who  are 
holding  responsible  positions,  or  nursing  the  sick,  in  nearly 
every  part  of  the  civilized  world.  Listen  to  this  :  one,  a  matron 
of  the  largest  lying-in  hospital  in  London  ;  two  laboring  in  the 
hospitals  of  China  ;  one  in  Japan  ;  others  in  Rome  ;  one  in 
Holland.  Again  listen.  Every  large  school  in  America,  with 
but  one  or  two  exceptions,  was  initiated  by  Bellevue  nurses,  and 
at  the  present  time  twenty-two  of  her  graduates  are  superintend- 
ents of  training  schools ;  six  are  assistant  superintendents  ; 
nine  are  matrons  ;  and  eight  are  head-nurses  in  other  hospitals. 
Nor  is  this  all  :  one  of  the  present  graduating  class  goes  to  Tur- 
key to  take  charge  of  the  nursing  in  a  hospital  there  ;  one  to 
Japan  to  teach  the  nursing  to  the  native  women.  Why,  my 
friends,  Bellevue  nurses  are  everywhere  ;  the  sun  never  ceases  to 
shine  for  Bellevue  nurses.  The  strength  and  durability  of  such 
a  structure  as  this  can  scarcely  be  estimated.  It  cannot  fail  so 
long  as  human  sentiment  remains  healthy  and  unselfish.  While 
it  may  be  chastened  by  adversity  or  by  misguided  opposition,  yet 
until  the  generous  impulses  of  the  human  heart  are  extinct  or 
stifled,  this  and  all  other  similar  institutions  will  continue  to 
flourish,  and  will  tire  only  in  well-doing.  It  is  true  that,  notwith- 
standing this  school  is  the  pioneer  of  others  of  a  similar  kind, 
individuals  can  be  found  who  even  now  say  that  trained  nursing 
here  is  not  a  success.  It  is  true  that,  although  the  demand  for 
trained  nurses  all  over  the  country  exceeds  the  supply,  those  in- 
dividuals still  cry  aloud  and  grumble.  It  is  true  that,  while 
generous-hearted  men,  like  D.  O.  Mills  of  this  city  and  John 
Crevar  of  Chicago,  give  munificently  to  establish  training  schools 
for  nurses,  these  people  sneer  and  jest.    It  is  true  that,  while 
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these  schools  seek  for  persons  from  whom  to  develop  proper 
nurses  by  education  and  the  elevation  and  ennoblement  of  their 
better  natures,  these  persons  still  scoff  and  jeer,  until  one  can 
almost  in  fancy  hear  them  exclaim,  as  did  the  boys  of  old  to  Elisha, 

Go  up,  thou  bald-head  !  "  It  is  not  lax  logic,  I  think,  to  say 
that  these  irrational  obstructionists  will  in  the  near  future  occupy 
the  same  relative  position  with  reference  to  the  exponents  of 
advanced  nursing  that  was  held  by  the  bad  boys  and  the  bears, 
although  the  dose  will  be  a  bitter  one  to  take.  The  opposition  of 
these  people  is  entitled  only  to  the  consideration  that  suggests 
discreet  and  wise  action  on  your  part.  Do  not  be  discouraged, 
the  Bellevue  leaven  is  leavening  a  gigantic  and  ever-increasing 
loaf.  No  great  reform  or  triumph  of  principle  is  safely  secured 
in  a  moment.  That  good  things  come  slowly  is  a  homely  but 
trite  expression.  Although  municipalities,  like  republics,  may  be 
ungrateful  at  times,  still  they  too,  like  all  of  us,  are  beset  with 
conflicting  whims  and  theories,  which  time  alone  can  brush  aside 
Perseverance  and  constancy  of  purpoe  in  the  maintenance  and 
advancement  of  a  wise  and  just  principle  will  ultimately  secure 
a  permanent  and  glorious  triumph. 

What  a  stately  structure  you  have  erected  and  dedicated 
to  the  alleviation  of  human  suffering  !  It  is  far  grander  and 
more  enduring  than  the  pyramids  of  Egypt.  Yours  was  erected 
in  the  interest  of  a  better  humanity  by  the  devoted  efforts  of  pub- 
lic-spirited, independent  citizens  ;  the  Egyptians',  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  and  power  of  a  tyranny,  constructed  by  a  tax  on  the 
existence  of  the  human  ants  who  obeyed  the  behests  of  obdurate 
rulers.  Observe  the  difference  to-day  :  your  structure  increasing 
in  its  dimensions,  its  usefulness,  and  beauty,  notwithstanding  the 
assaults  of  penury  and  prejudice  ;  theirs,  crumbling  to  dust  from 
the  effects  of  time  and  tempests  ;  the  latter,  the  mausoleum  of  the 
ashes  of  a  hateful  and  extinct  tyranny,  the  former,  the  living 
embodiment  of  universal  love  and  friendship. 

Now  a  word  to  the  graduating  class.  To-night  gives  to 
you  the  seal  of  proficiency  in  the  duties  which  are  to  en- 
gross your  life's  labor.  Each  of  you  goes  forth  feeling  that 
success  is  attained.  For,  say  you,  a  nurse  educated  in  her  duties 
in  the  first  training  school  of  the  country,  connected  with  a  hos- 
pital of  broader  reputation  than  any  other  in  the  country,  must, 
perforce,  succeed.  The  young  men  who  serve  as  internes  in  the 
hospital  not  infrequently  cherish  this  view,  and,  therefore,  why 
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should  not  you  ?  If  you  did  not,  then,  indeed,  there  would 
be  a  greater  difference  between  yourselves  and  the  young  men 
than  is  often  observed  in  one's  every-day  experience.  But  what- 
ever may  be  your  thoughts  in  this  respect,  permit  me  to  sayj 
now,  that  success  in  the  chosen  field  will  depend  far  more 
and,  in  fact,  altogether,  on  the  use  you  make  of  the  knowl- 
edge you  have  attained,  than  on  the  diploma  you  possess. 
And  by  knowledge  you  are  to  understand  :  (i)  the  knowledge  you 
have  of  your  profession  ;  (2)  the  knowledge  you  possess  of 
human  nature.  That  you  have  sufficient  of  the  former  we  will 
assume  to  be  granted,  otherwise  you  would  not  be  here  to-night. 
But  whether  or  not  you  have,  as  yet,  sufficient  knowledge  of 
human  nature  to  attain  the  success  to  which  you  aspire,  neither 
you  nor  I  can  tell.  Time  alone  will  determine  this.  At  al 
events,  you  should  be  constant  in  your  purposes  for  good,  allow- 
ing no  opportunity  to  escape  that  will  add  to  your  usefulness 
and  to  the  honor  of  your  profession.  Constancy  leads  to  success. 
You  should  be  consistent  in  all  things,  remembering  and  respect- 
ing the  rights  and  feelings  of  others  while  justifying  your  own, 
even  though  to  do  so  should  cause  you  much  chagrin  and  silent 
grief.  Consistency  leads  to  success.  You  should  be  discreet, 
always  possessing  that  degree  of  discernment  that  leads  one  to 
mind  one's  own  affairs  ;  not  to  proffer  unasked  advice  in  the 
presence  of  superiors  ;  not  to  be  too  tenacious  of  one's  opinion 
when  it  is  questioned  by  one  who  should  be  competent  to  judge  ; 
not  to  draw  comparisons,  favorable  or  otherwise,  to  those  with 
whom  one  is  brought  in  professional  contact.  You  should  ever 
cultivate  the  attentive  ear  and  the  silent  tongue.  In  fact,  when 
on  duty  know  only  your  own  pursuit  and  attend  to  it  faithfully 
and  promptly.  While  discretion  does  not  lead  to  success,  yet  the 
lack  of  it  always  leads  to  confusion  and  often  to  inevitable  failure. 

You  should  be  devoted  ;  devoted  to  your  patients,  and  devoted 
to  principle.  Devotion  is,  of  all  attributes,  essential  to  success  ; 
since  if  the  full  scope  of  its  mandates  be  heeded  there  remains 
little  else  to  be  done.  Devotion  to  duty  is  the  expression  that 
comprehends  the  entire  requirement  for  success. 

Finally,  remember  what  Prior  wrote  : 

"  Thy  sum  of  duty  let  two  words  contain, 
Be  humble  and  be  just."

REGULATIONS    FOR    TRAINING    SCHOOL  FOR 

NURSES. 


The  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made  arrangements 
with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  hospital  for  giving  two  years'  training  to 
women  desirous  of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  themselves  apply  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426  East  26th  Street,  New  York, 
either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon  whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into 
the  School  for  one  month  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty-five  years.  The  applicant  should  send,  with  answers 
to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman  testifying  to  her  good  moral 
character,  and  from  a  physician  stating  that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants 
are  received  at  any  time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy,  except  in 
July  and  August.  During  the  month  of  trial,  and  previous  to  obtaining  a 
position  in  the  School,  the  applicant  must  be  prepared  for  an  examination  in 
reading,  penmanship,  simple  arithmetic,  and  English  dictation.  The  examina- 
tion is  to  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  well,  to  write  legibly  and 
accurately,  to  keep  simple  accounts,  and  to  take  notes  of  lectures.  This  amount 
of  education  is  indispensable  for  a  member  of  the  School,  but  applicants  are 
reminded  that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation,  when  equally 
qualified  as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who  do  not  possess  these 
advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  their  fitness  for  the  work, 
and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them.  She  can  also,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  committee,  discharge  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or 
inefficiency.  During  the  month  of  probation  the  pupils  are  boarded  and  lodged 
at  the  expense  of  the  School,  but  receive  no  other  compensation.  They  are 
not  expected  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the  School,  but  must  come  provided  with 
dresses  of  washing  material,  for  use  in  the  Hospital.  All  clothing  must  be 
plainly  marked. 

Those  who  prove  satisfactory  will  be  accepted  as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing 
an  agreement  to  remain  two  years  in  the  Training-School  for  Nurses,  and  to 
obey  the  rules  of  the  School  and  Hospital. 

They  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  for  the  first  year  as  assistants  in  the 
wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital  ;  the  second  year  they  will  be  expected  to  perform 
any  duty  assigned  them  by  the  Superintendent,  either  to  act  as  nurses  in  the 
Hospital,  or  to  be  sent  to  private  cases  among  the  rich  or  poor. 

The  pay  for  the  first  year  is  $7.00  a  month,  for  the  second  year  $12.00  a 
month.    This  sum  is  allowed  for  the  dress,  text-books,  and  other  expenses  of 
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the  nurse,  in  connection  with  her  work,  and  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it 
being  considered  that  the  education  given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services. 
They  are  required,  after  the  month  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the 
dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution  ;  which  is  of  blue  and  white  seersucker, 
simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  and  linen  collar. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  A.M.  to  8  P.M.,  with  an  hour  off  for  dinner 
and  additional  time  for  exercise  or  rest.  They  are  also  often  given  an  afternoon 
during  the  week,  and  have  a  right  to  the  half  of  Sunday.  A  vacation  of  two 
weeks  is  allowed  each  year. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  services  connected 
with  it,  except  evening  prayers,  and  all  nurses  are  expected  to  attend  the  place 
of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Sunday. 

COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 

The  instruction  includes  : 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds  ;  the  application  of 
fomentations,  poultices,  cups,  and  leeches. 

2.  The  administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  catheter. 

3.  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

4.  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

5.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  ;  making  beds  ;  moving,  changing, 
giving  bath  in  bed  ;  and  preventing  and  dressing  bed-sores. 

6.  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

7.  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 

They  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods  of  supplying 
fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick-rooms  in  a  proper  manner  ;  and  are 
taught  to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards  ;  to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and 
disinfected  ;  to  make  accurate  observations  and  reports  to  the  physicians  of  the 
state  of  the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of  the 
body,  intelligence — as  delirium  or  stupor, — breathing,  sleep,  condition  of 
wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of  matter,  effect  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of 
medicines  ;  and  to  learn  the  management  of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians  and  surgeons 
at  the  bedside  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  Superintendent,  Assistant-Superin- 
tendent, and  head  nurses.  Lectures,  recitations,  and  demonstrations  will  take 
place  from  time  to  time,  and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus  trained  can  choose 
their  own  held  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals,  in  private  families,  or  in  district 
nursing  among  the  poor.  On  leaving  the  School  they  will,  after  passing  the 
final  examination,  each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board  and 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.

REGULATIONS. 

The  charge  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  is  $3  a  day,  or  if  employed  one  week 
or  more,  $16  per  week.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  to  be  paid  by  the 
family  employing  the  nurse. 

When  the  nurse's  services  are  no  longer  required,  this  sheet  of  paper  is  to  be 
returned,  sealed  up,  with  a  candid  statement,  on  the  fly-leaf,  of  her  conduct 
and  efficiency,  either  from  one  of  the  family  or  the  medical  attendant,  together 
with  information  of  the  amount  to  be  paid,  and  whether  it  is  enclosed  or  will 
be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  Society. 

The  nurse  is  to  be  allowed  reasonable  time  for  rest  in  every  twenty-four 
hours  ;  and  when  her  services  are  needed  for  several  consecutive  nights,  at 
least  six  hours  in  the  day  out  of  the  sick-room  must  be  given  her. 

Except  in  cases  of  extreme  illness,  the  nurse  must  be  allowed  opportunity  to 
attend  church  once  every  Sunday. 

When  on  duty  the  nurse  is  always  to  wear  the  dress  prescribed  for  her  by  the 
regulations  of  the  Society. 

Patients  and  their  friends  are  invited  to  contribute  to  the  general  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  thus  assist  in  enabling  it  to  afford  the  advantages  of  gratuitous 
nursing  to  the  poor,  which  is  one  of  the  objects  the  Association  hopes  to 
accomplish. 

Where  it  is  possible,  a  few  days'  notice  of  the  nurse's  return  to  the  Home 
should  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent.

Remarks  as  to  comfort,  efficiency,  etc. 
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BELLEVUE  REGISTRY  FOR  NURSES. 


The  Managers  of  the  Training  School  have  established  a  regis- 
try for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetrical 
nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of  nervous  patients, 
can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in  person,  by  letter,  or  tele- 
gram, to  the  office  of  the  Society,  426  East  26th  Street. 

The  terms  of  the  registered  nurses  are  $20  per  week,  for  con- 
tagious cases  $25  per  week,  unless  special  arrangements  are  made 
with  the  nurse  for  more  or  less  pay. 

A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  45. 

1.  The  fee  is  $10  a  year,  due  after  January  1st. 

2.  Nurses  are  to  keep  the  Superintendent  informed  of  their  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call,  and  also  when  they  have  accepted  a 
case,  either  obtained  from  the  office  or  from  any  other  source. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear  a  cap,  apron, 
and  dress  of  washing  material,  unless  the  patient  or  family  object,  or  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause, 
they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still  needs  the  services  of  a  nurse,  so 
that  their  place  can  be  supplied  as  soon  as  possible. 

5.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's  room,  if  her  time 
is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient  ;  and  also  to  make  herself  generally  useful 
and  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her  terms,  or  if 
that  is  not  practicable,  then,  as  soon  after  as  convenient,  and  when  an  engage- 
ment is  once  made,  she  should  consider  herself  bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be 
induced  to  break  her  word  in  order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more 
advantageous  position. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  School  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved  unsatisfactory, 
the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to  the  Superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  are  the  same  as  those  generally 
used  in  registries  for  nurses. 


X.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the  employers  of  the 
nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been  made  between  them. 
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2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  required  to  be  awake 
all  night. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick  person  for  several 
nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed  not  less  than  six  hours'  sleep  during 
the  days. 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  nervous  patient  night  and  day,  though  a 
nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both  patient  and  nurse  that  she  have 
some  time  for  exercise  in  the  open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of  general  applica- 
tion, and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  We 
only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  consideration  and  kindness  due  to  those  who  con- 
tribute so  much  to  the  comfort  and  w  ell-being  of  members  of  the  family.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of  "  The  Training 
School  for  Nurses."    (Incorporated  February  5,  1874.) 

ARTICLE  11. 

The  object  of  the  Society,  as  defined  by  its  charter,  is  "  the  selection,  edu- 
cation, training,  and  providing  of  suitable  persons  as  nurses  for  the  sick." 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Society  shall  report  monthly  and  annually  in  writing  to  the  "  New  York 
County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  Other  Public  Institutions,"  a 
branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors,  Patrons, 
Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

ARTICLE  v. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secre- 
tary, and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  from  among  its  Members.  In  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  an  Officer,  a  successor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
may  be  elected  by  a  two-thirds  vole,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at 
any  Regular  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  having  been 
given  in  writing  to  the  Members  by  the  President  or  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
Members.  The  President  shall  name  the  Members  of  Standing  and  Special 
Committees,  and  shall  appoint,  annually,  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  gen- 
tlemen, Members  of  the  Society,  but  not  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  perform  the  duties 
of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  invest,  and  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  and  shall  make  written  Monthly  Reports  to  the  Board  of  Managers, 
of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  and  a  written  Annual  Report  to  the  President, 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  not  less  than  eleven  Mem- 
bers. Five  Members  of  this  Board  shall  be  Members  of  the  New  York  County 
Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  Other  Public  Institutions.  The  Board 
may  make  its  own  By-Laws,  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body.  The  Board 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  Member  for  cause.  It  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report,  and  submit  it  to  the  Society  for  approval  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. It  shall  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  just  previous  to  that  of  the  Society.  No 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  a  salary  nor  any  compensation 
for  services  rendered.  Five  Members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  meeting. 

The  absence  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from  Meetings  of 
Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member,  for  a  consecutive  period  of 
three  months,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the 
President  as  equivalent  to  a  resignation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management  of  the  School,  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superintendent  of  the  School,  and  shall 
determine  the  salaries  of  all  nurses  and  subordinates. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  upon  Nominations,  composed  of  the  President 
and  three  Managers.  The  names  of  persons  eligible  for  Managers  of  this  In- 
stitution shall  be  presented  to  this  Committee,  and  in  the  event  of  vacancy  in 
the  Board,  this  Committee  shall  report  and  recommend  the  party  or  parties 
eligible  for  election.  After  such  nominations  by  the  Committee,  one  month 
shall  elapse,  when  the  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  at  any  Meeting  at 
which  two  thirds  of  the  Managers  are  present. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  manage  the  finances  of 
the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service  and  valuable 
aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  all 
dues.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  elected  by  the 
Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  One  Thousand  Dollars  at  one  time 
to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  without  the 
payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Benefactor  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  two 
pupils,  who,  upon  conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  preference 
over  all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received  and  trained 
in  the  School. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

Patrons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  Five  Hundred  Dollars  at  one  time  to 
this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  without  the 
payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil, 
who,  upon  conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  a  preference  to  the 
first  vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  must  be  nominated  in  writing  by  a  Mem- 
ber or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  ;  the  name  of  the  proposed  Member 
and  the  Proposer  being  sent  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  for  approval  to 
the  Board  of  Managers.  If  elected,  and  upon  payment  of  annual  dues,  he  or 
she  shall  become  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society.  The  annual 
dues  of  a  Member  shall  be  ten  dollars,  of  an  Associate  Member  five  dollars, 
payable  immediately  after  election,  and  subsequently  in  January  of  each  year. 
Members  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes  at  all  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  Associate  Members  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute  all  annual  dues 
for  life  by  the  payment  of  one  Hundred  Dollars,  and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  January.    The  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub-Committees  must  be  in  accordance  with  and  sub- 
ordinate to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  By-Laws  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance  with  and  subordinate  to  these  By- 
Laws  of  the  Society.  These  By-Laws  can  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
Members  of  the  Society,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any 
Regular  or  Special  Meeting,  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  having  been 
sent  to  each  Member  a  fortnight  previously  by  the  Secretary.
